BIG BARN IS BURNED

“ Boys and girls, young men and 
women should make their plans now 
to go on with their education next 
year—they should 
not consider 
re­ 
maining out of school to enter into 
other definite war service”, declared 
Dr. P. P. Claxton, Commissioner .of 
Education. 
9 
“The experience of European coun­ 
tries since the beginning of the work! 
war has lei! not only their educators 
but their statesmen us well to empha­ 
size the great importance of maintain­ 
ing their schools as nearly as possible 
at the full measure of efficiency and 
of keeping the children in school. 
“ When the war began four years 
ago, some or all of these countries 
permitted children to leave school to 
enter the industries connected directly 
or indirectly with 
the war service. 
But they soon discovered their mis­ 
take and have since done all that they 
can to correct it. 
Through personal 
representatives from these 
countries 
and through correspondence the Bu­ 
reau of Education and other educa­ 
tional offices in the 
United States 
have been urged to do all they can 
to prevent the people of this country 
from making the mistake made by 
European countries. 
“This has been the policy of our 
office and of the whole administration 
in Washington from the day war was 
declared. 
The President has urged 
that no child should have fewer or 
poorer opportunities for education be­ 
cause of the war. The Secretaries of 
War, Navy, Interior, Agriculture, La­ 
bor, and Commerce have urged that 
children should remain in school, and 
have approved the constant appeals 
0if the Commissioner of Education for 
full attendance in 
schools 
of 
all 
grades, including high schools, normal 
schools, colleges, and universities. It 
is generally admitted that this will 
make for strength in war and for the 
preparation needed by our people for 
the great tasks of peace when the war 
is over. 
“The war task is great and will 
require for its completion the united 
efforts of all our people, but we need 
not and must not grind our seed corn. 
Patriotism demands a full acceptance 
of this policy and close and constant 
adherence to it."

To Save Vessels From Sinking. 
Interest lias been aroused by an ap­ 
paratus that has lately been develop***! 
to save ocean veaNeis from sinking 
after tieing torpedoed or damaged tty 
collision.

Cars* for Friendless and Home!SSS 
Psople Whom Germany Dumps 
Back 
From 
the 
Captured 
French Hamlets. 


Bourg, France.—AU repatriate* ar* 
homeless, but some have friends lo 
France who take them in. Those who 
are friendless as well as homeless 
when Germany dumps them back from 
the captured French hamlet are sent, 
according to the plans of the minis­ 
try of the Interior, so many to this 
department, so many to that; and the 
departments divide them among the 
villages, two families here, three there. 
All over the west 
end south of 
France you And them, these people 
Imbued with a love of their own fire­ 
sides which the nomadic American 
can never understand, torn up sudden­ 
ly by the roots and transplanted to 
sn utterly strange community, with­ 
out anything In the world but a tittle 
baggage they can carry ami the franc 
and a half a day allowed by the French 
government. The father of the family 
Is daud. or missing or a prisoner, or 
at the front. The daughters arid the 
sons who could work are still In Ger 
many. Those in France were sent 
back because they were too old. too 
weak or too young to work—useless 
mouths to the Germans. They sri 
the repatriate problem In which our 
Red Cross Is lending a hand. 
Care for Repatriates. 
The deportment of the Ain Is typi­ 
cal. Bourg, Its principal city, lies near 
enough to the Swiss border so that 
when six hundred people were expect­ 
ed, the Red Cross delegates could go 
to Evlttu snd Journey hack with tho 
convoys. 
When the delegates 
met 
the re­ 
patriates on tho train, they gave them 
an order which assured to each family 
a little of the coal which 
was so 
precious In Fiance In cold weather. A 
printed letter stated that the Ameri­ 
cans knew their sufferings and sym­ 
pathized with them aud would help 
supply them with garden tools snd fur­ 
niture and to get work for them. 
Reducing housekeeping to Its very 
lowest term*, the American Red Cross 
delegates decided that each faintly 
must have beds enough for everybody, 
a table, a chair apiece, a store, some­ 
thing to hold water and something to 
cook In (there Is a wonderful French 
utensil tailed a “falt tout,” In which 
you can pretty nearly 
make every­ 
thing), a fork apiece, a plate apiece, 
and cue knife for the family. 
These 
furnishing* are lent to the poorer fam­ 
ilies. Those who can pay. buy furni­ 
ture on a sublimated Installment plan; 
down and small payments ac­ 
cording to Income every two weeks 
until two-thirds of the cost price is 
reached, when tha furniture becomes 
their own. 
The delegate* may be able to care 
the physical needs of the refugees, but 
they have to contend alwsvs with the 
terrible homesickness of an uprooted 
people. More thuu anything else In 
the world, these homeless people want 
to return to their own firesides; and 
for the time being, that Is tragically 
Impossible. They must tie made as 
contented as possible In their new 
communities. 
Furniture offers one 
means, gardens 
another, 
rabbits 
a 
third. 
Many of the people have heen 
fanners on a small scale so that a 
few feet of grousd on which to raise 
soup vegetables or potatoes makes 
them Inordinately happy. The village 
furnishes the garden and the Red 
Cross supplies t(Mils aud often seeds. 
Importance of the Rabbit. 
But rabbits are the crowning glory 
They represent almost the only form 
of meat these |>eop[e ever have; they 
can he kept in very small quarters, fell 
on grass gathenui by tile children; aud 
they multiply with pleasing rapidity. 
Where It seems that a rabbit will he 
specially 
appreciated, 
the 
delegate 
gives money enough to buy it to the 
mayor of the village and asks him to 
do the purchasing. 
So it goes. 
Sometime* the gifts of 
a spade or a hoe or some wool or 
stockings; sometimes hundreds of kilos 
of potatoes sent to a mayor to dlstrih 
Ute for the spring planting, dozens of 
blankets to cover the people when they 
first arrive and are housed of neces­ 
sity in schoolhouse* or town halls 
hastily converted into temporary bar 
racks.
